It Was a Clumsy Machine and P r a c ­ 
tically Useless. 
Most persons will lie surprised to 
learn that the typew riting machine is 
not, ¡is they imag ine, a distinctly mod­ 
ern Invent ion. 
So long ag o ¡us 17J 4 a 
tfl p ate nt w as taken out in Eng land by 
i Henry Mill for “a machine for im ­ 
pressing letters sing ly and prog ressive­ 
ly as in writing , whereby ¡¡11 writing s 
may be eng rossed in paper so ex act as 
not to be disting uished from print.” 
1 Ids machine was, however, a clumsy 
one ami practically useless. 
It was 
not until over a century later (M29) 
that a nyth ing more in this line was 
attempted. 
Thou the first American 
typewriter, called a “ typog rapher,” was 
patented by NY. A. Burt. 
In Jsg -8 a machine was produced in 
Fra nee Inning a separate key lever 
for oneh letter, and between the years 
1 m i » and 1M10 Si;* Charles Whetstone 
invented several machines which are 
now preserved in the South Kensing ­ 
ton mus eum, London. 
In 1873 F. L. M F w an AmeG-an, 
after five or six years’ work, succeed­ 
ed in producing a machine sufficiently 
perfect to 
w arrant ex tensive m a nu­ 
facture. 
H e interested a firm of g un j 
m a nufa c ture rs it) it, and in 1S71 tm- 
first model of the modern typewriter 
was put upon tin* m a rk e t.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.
